Hickman Patrick 

Hickman Patrick 
was bom January 7, 1914, 
to W. G. and Edith McK¬ 
inney Patrick in Kimbrell, 

Kentucky. He grew up in 
Hargett, KY in Estill Coun¬ 
ty just a few miles from 
the homestead of his great- 
great grandfather Thomas 
Patrick who homesteaded 
in the area now designated 
as Clark County before 
Kentucky was a state. In 1931, he graduated from Al- 
van Drew School in Wolfe County, a Methodist boarding 
school, and in 1937 from Union College in Barbourville, 
KY. For ten years, part of them while attending Union, 
he taught elementary school in one-room schools in Estill 
County and in the Hargett Consolidated School, where he 
met Elise Sams. They married on June 12, 1940. In 1942, 
he graduated from the University of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture and was honored as Distinguished Alumnus 
from the Quicksand Region in 1981. He was an avid Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcat Basketball fan. 

In the fall of 1942, he began a 38-year career of 
teaching Vocational Agriculture—in Lee County High 
School 1942-1948, Owsley County High School 1948- 
1959, and Lee County High School 1959-1980. He taught 
many in these two counties, advising them in FFA, su¬ 
pervising their farming programs, taking them on trips to 
FFA Camp, the Kentucky State Fair, and the FFA conven¬ 
tions, encouraging them to find their place and do their 
best. Since agriculture was an Essential Occupation dur¬ 
ing WWII, he contributed to the war effort by running a 
cannery, teaching adult farming classes at night and super¬ 
vising a Veteran’s Training Program in agriculture as the 
war ended. He was a lifetime member of the Farm Bureau, 
having been a founding member of the Owsley County 
Chapter, organized in 1944. He served on the board for 
several years and was president from 1982-1987. He was 
a member of the Booneville Lion’s Club and served as its 
president. He was very interested in public libraries and 
the availability of books for his students and community. 
As a teacher in the one-room schools, he carried books 
to his school from the Board of Education. In Owsley 
County he served as the Chairman of the Owsley County 
Public Library Board of Trustees from 1974-1989. While 
Chairman of the Board, he was instrumental in getting a 
bookmobile for Owsley County. Based on the work of the 
Board of Trustees during his term of service as chairman, 
the trustees were awarded the 1990 Outstanding Board of 
Trustees Award. He was a lifetime member of the Friends 
of the Owsley County Public Library. The library was 
written up in the Lexington Herald as “The Little Library 
that Could” its success in building a library and programs 
finding ways to fund this with little money. A generation 
of children in Owsley County along with his grandchildren 
knew him as the “real” Santa Claus at the public library 
and a local retail business. He vividly remembered 
making his profession of faith on Sunday morning as a 
young boy in Jackson’s Chapel United Methodist Church 
and recalled how that day, as he rode home from church 
in the buggy between his father and mother, the sun shone 
brighter than he had ever seen it. He supported this church 
for the rest of his life. He was a member of the Booneville 
Methodist Church for 32 years serving as, Sunday School 
Superintendent and Sunday School teacher of high school- 
aged students for all of those years. He retired in 1980 and 
moved to Burgin, Kentucky in 1987, where he became a 
member of the Burgin Methodist Church. 

He is survived by three of his four children: Fran¬ 
ces Clark (Ande) of Nashville, TN, Peggy Branam of Har- 
rodsburg, KY, and Bill Patrick (Twana) of Burgin, KY, 
one son-in-law Barry Crawford (Anne) of Savannah, GA;

Owsley County District Plays To its Strengths 


By Madelynn Coldiron 
Staff Writer 

Owsley County, in 
an isolated, high-poverty area 
of eastern Kentucky, has no 
industry and little retail. It is 
without a major roadway or 
stoplight and has not one fast- 
food restaurant. 

But it does have one thing that 
is making all the difference 
in its school system: plentiful 
high-speed Internet access. 
“We’re last in the state in a 
lot of categories, but in that 
instance, we’re one of the top 
in the state,” said Paul Green, 
Owsley County Schools’ chief 
academic officer and pupil 
personnel director. 


Bobrowski said 
high-speed Internet access 
is available to 85 percent 
of Owsley County house¬ 
holds through Peoples Rural 
Telephone Cooperative. The 
district also tries to help stu¬ 
dents with surplus equipment 
if they don’t have their own 
home computers, while the 
telephone company has also 
donated service in some cases. 

Some ways the 
Owsley County district is 
using its Internet advantage: 

• Last year, the dis¬ 
trict shared college-level 
courses with Lee County 
Schools through a Microsoft 
Web-based program that func-

courses online. Seventeen stu¬ 
dents are now enrolled in the 
pilot program. 

• In one of three coun¬ 
ties in the five-year, federally 
funded Promise Neighborhood 
project, the school district 
has an electronic tool called 
Blackboard that allows teach¬ 
ers to upload their lessons 
and supplemental materi¬ 
als that students can access 
anywhere electronically.

• The school libraries 
are part of the Internet innova¬ 
tion. Students can check out 
e-books from their home com¬ 
puters. The district devised a 
summer reading program for 
students in which the local 
Internet provider donated free 
access, but the participation 
was disappointing, Bobrowski 
said. 

• For blended learn¬ 
ing opportunities, students can 
take dual-credit college cours¬ 
es online through Morehead 
State and Eastern Kentucky 
universities and Hazard 
Community and Technical 
College.

something. When they began to question them, they 
began to get conflicting stories. According to Scheben, 
Lt. Jeremy Reed put Grizzell in the back of his SUV so 
he could conduct separate interviews with each of the 
men. As Reed was walking back to the SUV, it sped 
away. 

Byrd was held in custody after Grizzell sped 
away. Byrd was charged with 3 Counts of Possession of 
a Controlled Substance, 1 st Degree (Oxycontin, Cocairn 
and Heroin); Possession of Controlled Substance, 2 nd 
Degree (Vicodan); and Possession of Drug Paraphernalia. 

A 6-hour manhunt continued for Grizzell until 
9:30 a.m the next morning. According to Scheben, 
Grizzell tried to break into a home and the homeowner 
fired a warning shot over his head. The officers heard 
the shot and came to the area. Grizzell ignored the offi¬ 
cer’s orders to put his weapon down and stop. Instead 
he proceeded to a ditch where he laid down on his back, 
holding the shotgun with his finger on the trigger. After 
talking with the negotiator for about a half an hour, and 
telling them he did not want to go back to jail, Grizzell 
put the shotgun up to his stomach and fired one shot. 
Sheben stated several times during the interview that 
Grizzell did not ever point the gun at the police offi¬ 
cers. Grizzell was flown to the University of Cincinnati 
Medical where his condition is unknown. Charges is 
still pending.
